I. Landscape, scene in Holland, a choice little picture in the man¬ 

ner of Ostade , by Fontcnay. 

2. Misty Morning—Harbor of Toulon ; a capital picture, by 

Barry. 

3. The Waggon ascending the hill; one of the best specimens of 

this master, whose pictures are rare, J. Dupre . 

4. Napoleon at the bridge of Areola; a masterly composition, with 

highly finished miniature portraits of Napoleon and his Offi¬ 
cers, by Beauca. 

5. Hyde Park—on the Hudson River, the seat of the late Dr. Ho- 

sack ; this fine picture was executed in Europe after a draw¬ 
ing by Bartlett, by Garnier. 

<6. A splendid copy from the original at the Louvre, called the Bro¬ 
ken Pitcher, by Greuze . 

7. The Happy Family; a pleasing and well executed picture, by 

Adams 

8 &, 9. Scenes in Holland ; these are two of the finest little pictures 
of the collection by this distinguished artist, De Graillij. 

10. Retreat from Moscow—in the back ground Napoleon is seen sur¬ 
rounded by his faithful guard; on the right a band of Cos¬ 
sacks, is rushing to the charge; nothing can exceed the per¬ 
fect finish of this interesting picture, by Btaume. 

II. Scene at Honfleur ; a capital little picture, by Isabey. 

12. Landscape; a charming copy, from the original at the Louvre, 

by Decker , executed by Chassevente. 

13 & 14. Napoleon en bivouac, and “ the Retreat,” from recollec¬ 
tions of the campaign of Russia; these pictures are remarka¬ 
bly well executed—the miniature portrait of Napoleon is per¬ 
fect—by Bellanger. 

15. Valley of the Rhine; nothing can exceed the rich coloring and 
poetic beauty of this splendid landscape—it may be consider¬ 
ed a chef d’ceuvre, by the artist De Grailly. 
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16. Winter Scene on the the Catskill—Frozen Lake—the Moon Ri¬ 

sing ; this picture is one of the series of the beautiful Amer- 
rican views executed in Europe, after drawings by Bart¬ 
lett, by De Grailly. 

17. Scene on the coast of Normandy, with Hut and groups of chil¬ 

dren ; although rich in coloring, nothing can exceed the har¬ 
mony of this Tittle gem, by Isabey* 

18. Interior of a Cottage; a remarkably well executed picture, by a 

Dutch master— Unknown. 

19. Entrance to the Port of Havre, France,; a little picture that 

needs but to be examined to be admired, by Jugclet . 

20 & 21. Compositions of Fruits and Flowers; exquisitely finished 
pictures, by Elihcert. 

22 23. Scenes in Italian Ports—sunrise and sunset. These 

magnificent paintings are perfect copies from the originals 
at the Louvre, by Joseph Vernet , copied by De Grailly him¬ 
self, who is considered to be one of the best artists of France 

24. Interior of a Kitchen—from the original at the Louvre, by Drol¬ 

ling ;—more than three months was passed by the artist Vas - 
sor , upon this splendid copy, which is executed with all the 
skill and finesse of the original: perhaps no picture in the 
Louvre is more examined and admired than this. 

25, 26, 27, 28. Morning, Evening, Noon Night. These splendid 

historical, atmospherical landscapes are copies from Claude 
Lorraine , executed by De Grailly , taken by special permis¬ 
sion from the originals at Malmaison; it is presumed that they 
are the only copies ever brought to America. 

25. Morning,—“ And Jacob seeing the two daughters of Laban, 

Rachel and Leah for the first time, assisted in watering the 
flock of Rachel.” (Gen., chap. 29.) 

26. Evening ,—“ Young Tobit, near the river Tigre, is commanded 

by the Angel Raphael, his conductor, to seize the fish who 
would devour him.” (Tobit, chap. 6.) 

27. Noon,—“ The Holy Family sitting by a river in Egypt, is visited 

by an Angel, who presents fruits and flowers to the infant 
Jesus.” (St. Matt., chap. 2.) 

28. Night,—“ Jacob, after having caused his family to pass the brook 

of Jaboc, wrestled with an Angel until the break of day.”— 
(Gen., chap. 32.) 

29. Head of little Girl; a beautiful copy, from Greuse. 

30. Companions of Childhood ; a highly finished little copy from 

Landseer’s picture in the possession of the Marquis of Lands- 
down. 

31 &, 32. The contested slice of bread and butter, and the boy bit¬ 
ten by a dog,which may be seen in the back ground with some¬ 
thing tied to his tail, several urchins in hot pursuit stoning 
him ; these fine pictures are remarkably well finished, by Guet
